Examiner Rose and Examiner Al-Hashemi disagreed with attorney of record Janaki Davda as the prior art of record 
does teach the applicants inventions as it is presently claimed. The attorney of record argued that prior art utilized did 
not teach copy service solutions based on claim 1; as the claim invention is geared to creating a document, wherein 
copy service solutions cannot be performed until the converting the document to an executable code, Examiners 
disagree as Segev does teach copy services solutions, wherein creating a sidefile, wherein changes are made in a 
data associated with a copy, which is interpreted to be converting, linking to different copy services to be 
preformed/executed. It was also request by the Examiners to the attorney of records to clearly specify/defined the 
present claim language and to specify wherein the specification is it defined and how it differs from Segev invention. 
Janaki Davda, attorney of record stated that claim 1 does not disclose copy services solutions and referred Examiner 
Rose and Examiner Al-Hashemi to look at Figure 3, wherein a copy service solution is illustrated, in which a point-in- 
time copy and continuous copy is shown and how this corresponds to claim 1 which defines receiving a document 
describing the copy services solution, which is a chain of based copy solutions defined on page 10, lines 25-28, and 
page 11, lines 1-3 and on page 3, lines 11-17, which defines prior art copy service solutions. 

Examiner stated that Figure 3, is taught in Segev invention, wherein in column 2, lines 45-48, discloses the first copy 
service includes an extended remote copy service and the second copy service includes a peer-to-peer remote copy 
service, wherein a peer-to-peer remote copy service is synchronous which causes each write to the primary volume to 
be performed to the secondary as well, and the I/O is only considered complete when update to both primary and 
secondary have completed, wherein the peer-to-peer remote copy service is designed to operate either synchronously 
- defined as occurring at the same time and interpreted to be continuous or asynchronously - defined as "not at the 
same time." such as asynchronous course is one in which the instruction is delivered at one time and the work can be 
done at a different time - which is interpreted to be point-in-time copy. Also, a point-in-time copy services allows 
capturing an image of a database or file system which is taught by Segev (column 2, lines 21-23, column 5, lines 16- 
23, wherein a each entry holds information related to a write operation and points to a corresponding data track image 
that must be copied, entries are read out in first in and first out order, i.e. FIFO, when the data associated with and 
entry are finally read and copied to their destination by the appropriate copy services, which refers by to applicant 
specification on page 3, lines 11-17, wherein some examples of the services are defined). 
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
